CURRENT NOTES. 


_ Dangerous Drugs (Amendment) Bill. 

Ir is important that every medical man should take note 
of the drastic limitations which the Heme Office is attempt- 
ing to place or has already placed on the rights which regis- 
tered medical practitioners enjoy under the Medical Acts in 
regard to purchasing certa‘n potent drugs. ‘The Dangerous 
Drugs Regulations say that any duly qualified medical practi- 
tioer is authorized, so far as is necessary for the practice of 
his profession, to be in possession of and supply the drugs. 
he amending bill, which has just been read a second time, 
seeks to make doctors “ not in actual practice’’ unable to get 
“the drugs” or any other scheduled poisons from a retail 
chemist without an introduction. No clear definition of what 
these words mean is yet forthcoming. Retail chemists, how- 
ever, who not unnaturally wish to be on the safe side, interpret 
the words to mean those doctors who are habitually treating 
patients, and some of them already refuse to supply the drugs 
to doctors not so engaged. If this interpretation is to be 
allowed to stand some six thousand registered practitioners 
will be unable, without considerable ditliculty in some cases, to 
get any scheduled poisons from a retail chemist in emergency. 
Among these six thousand will be doctors retired from 
practice, public health officials, administrative medical officers 
in Government employ, all retired service doctors as well as 
such active R.N. and Army officers as are not in charge of 
troops or attached to hospitals, research workers, teachers, 
medical officials, and so on. 

The Association has taken the necessary steps to get an 
amendment put down for the Committee stage to secure that 
the offending words “in actual practice” are deleted or 
replaced by some words which will allow scheduled poisons 
to be got by any registered practitioner for any legitimate 
professional use. 

Another matter of great importance is the regulation 
preventing doctors prescribing for themselves. This embargo 
is in actual operation at the present time, but a final oppor- 
tunity occurs for securing its amendment or deletion. 
Section XI of the Act requires that any regulation made 
under the Act shall forthwith be laid on the table of both 
Houses of Parliament. During twenty-one days it is open to 
either House to move a petition for its annulment. Itis worthy 
of note that in the case of this regulation the provisions of 
the Act were not. complied with. The regulation was not laid 
“forthwith” on the table of either House during the autumn 
session, nor was it laid this session until the day after the 
second reading of the bill—that is, about fourteen days after 
the opening of the session. The following day a notice of 
petition for annulment was handed in by Dr. L. G. S. Molloy, 
M.P., but it is understood that this will not be proceeded with 
until it is ascertained whether or not some other way can be 
found of removing the obnoxious regulation.

The “ Daily Sketch” Propaganda. 

The following apology appeared in the Daily Sketch of 

Saturday, March 10th, 1923, page 6: 


‘** For some weeks the Daily Sketch has conducted an active 
campaign to focus attention on the position of patients com- 
pulsorily insured under the National Health Insurance Act. In 
the course of this campaign we allowed publicity on February 15 
last to one statement which, as we have since discovered, cast an 
untrue and unwarrantable reflection on the conduct of the three 
doctors serving on the Medical Service Sub-Committee of the 
London Insurance Committee. The statement is as follows :— 

** Another equally grave scandal is the so-called investigation of 
complaints brought against panel doctors. 

“These complaints are investigated by a Medical Service Sub- 
Committee, consisting of three Jaymen and three medical men, and 
the latter, of course, belong to the same registered trade union—the 
Medical Practitioners’ Union—as the doctors against whom the 
complaints have been made. 

“*The medical members of this committee invariably warn the 
accused doctors, and advise them to come and have a chat about the 
complaint—before it is investigated in full committee. Then they 
rehearse in private the line of defence to be taken, and when the 
complaint is heard do their best t» whitewash their fellow docto s.’ 

“The Daily Sketch, immediately on the statements being 
challenged, made further inquiry, and has now satisfied itself that 
this allegation, made through these columns by a former medical 
memb:r of the London Panel Committee, is entirely unfounded. 

“The Daily Sketch is happy to inform its readers that the three 
gentlemen concerned, namely, Dr. V. S. Partridge (Brixton), Dr. 
Cc. L. Batteson, and Dr. J. E. Jackson, carry out their especial 
inquiries in the way best calculated to administer justice, and in 
a manner fully consonant with the best traditions of their 
profession, 

‘* We tender our sincere apologies to the three gentlemen named 
for any annoyance and anxiety which they experienced. In fair- 
ness to them, and in the public interest, we wish to inform our 
readers that our inquiries have satisfied us that the true position 
is, that a complaint, no matter how slight, made by a panel patient 
causes an investigation to be made by the Medical Service Stub- 
Committee ina careful and thorough manner best calculated to 
elicit the facts with complete accuracy. 

Moreover, the Medical Service Sub-Committee is composed of 
three lay members representing insured persons, three medical 
men representing the doctors, and an independent chairman, who 
must be a layman. There is, therefore, always a preponderance 
of lay members on the committee. : 

“The decisions are always subject to a right of appeal, by either 
side, to the Ministry of Health, where there exis:s a competent 
tribunal to determine any dispute. On appeal evidence is taken 
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on oath, 24d the parties can have legal assistance. Indeed, should 
a doctor appeal from the decision of the Medical Service Sub- 
Committee, the London Insurance Committee, out of its own 
funas, provided experienced counsel to represent the insured 
person. When an insured person appeals against a decision the 
ar, invariably has to bear his own expenses, whatever the 
result. 


The Press and the National Health Insurance System. 

Many members have sent to the Medical Secretary a 
copy of an article entitled “Panels Spoiling our Doctors” 
which appeared in the Sunday Pictorial of March 4th, and 
have asked that an answer should be sent. The Medical 
Secretary wrote a reply and sent it to the editor of the 
Sunday Pictorial, saying that the article had attracted a 
good deal of attention and it was hoped he would see his 
way to allow the other side to be stated. A reply has just 
been received: to the effect that the editor is unable to make 
use of the article. —
